A n c jr r ic ia l terror 


It is impossible for peoples of other 
countries to acquire an accurate picture of 
gov ernment in the L’nited States as long as 
public officials continue to broadcast mis­ 
information about our form of gov ernment. 
Time after time we hear references to 
our gov ernment as a “ democracy,” and 
time after time that term is used by offi­ 
cials of both the executiv e and legislativ e 
branches of our nation. Ev en newspapers 
are guilty of this error in terminology. 
The United States is not a democracy, it j 
is a republic, and there is a v ast difference 
between the two. A democracy is a nation 
whose gov ernment is controlled by direct, 
v ote of the people. Its laws, too, must hav e 
the direct approv al of citizens. Obv iously 
the United States is far too large for such 
a system to he workable here. A democ­ 
racy would be too cumbersome in a land 
whose borders stretch to such v ast limits. 
A republic is a sov ereign power gov ern­ 
ed by elected representativ es of th people, 
and not bv the citizens directly. 
This misuse of terminology would make 
little difference were it not for the fact 
that Russia and its satellites hav e taken 
ov er the word “ democracy” and through 
continuous propaganda hav e applied it to 
their own form of communist dictatorship. 
The word “ democracy” has been dinned 
into the ears of Asiatics and Europeans to 
such an extent by the Russian communists, 
that further use by our own gov ernment 
could well be misunderstood. After all, if 
people in nearby countries are led to be­ 
liev e our system is like that conducted by 
the Reds, what incentiv e will they hav e 
tar taking sides against the encroachments 
of the Sov iet? 
If, instead of using the word “ dem o­ 
cracy” in almost ev ery other breath, our 
propagandists would use the word “ re­ 
public,” or ev en “ representativ e democra­ 
cy, there would be far less chance for con­ 
fusion in the minds of the peoples of Eu­ 
rope and Asia. 
In fact there would be less confusion in 
the minds of Americans, themselv es, if 
our form of gov ernment were designated 
more accurately. 


Hamlin is to hav e parking meters. The 
dev ices will be put in on a trial basis only, 
and can be remov ed at the endof theperiod 
if they prov e unsatisfactory. 
That ,was the basis of a contract signed 
by the city council at Tuesday night’s 
council meeting, with a representativ e of 
the manufacturing firm. 
There will be many people in Hamlin 
who will oppose installation of parking 
meters. But, it is likely if they will study 
the proposition from all angles, their op­ 
position will not be as strong. 
Hamlin is a growing town. It is growing 
far faster than many of those who liv e 
here can realize. Its growth is creating 
problems for city officials, and those prob­ 
lems will grow as more and more people 
come here. 
One of the grav est problems right now 
is that of traffic. And the fact that many 
business men and their em ployees driv e 
their cars to town each day and leav e them 
parked on Central Av enue has helped to 
create a congested condition. It is hoped 
the installation of parking meters will re­ 
liev e parking problems, and help to pre­ 
v ent congestion of traffic. 
Too. the incurring of numerous unex­ 
pected expenses in connection with the 
rapid growth of our city, has caused a se ­ 
v ere strain on the city’s bank account, 
he rev enue from parking meters will go 
ar in helping to reliev e that strain. 
Prhaps meters are not necessary in Ham­ 
lin. and perhaps they may not be the an­ 
swer city officials hav e been seeking. But 
that question can better be answered af- 
& tb* iM tci* hav e been giv en a fair trial. 
Let’s try them before making up our minds.

inv estigations are 
con­ 
ducted in strictest confidence,” Dr. 
Cox said. “ The indiv idual’s priv acy 
is respected to the utmost degree. 
And.” he added, "contact inv estiga­ 
tion pays off 
More than 21.000 
cases of v enereal disease were found 
by this method alone in 1948." 
A good inv estigator combines the 
qualities of health educator and so­ 
ciologist. He must be thoroughly 
trained in the skills of locating peo­ 
ple, often on meager information. 
He must know the v enereal diseases, 
and how they are spread. And abov e 
all. he must hav e an understanding 
of people, and the why’s and where­ 
fore’s of their behav ior.
